slocks and you run the risk of get- 
ting no return at all—but, as a com- 
pensation for this risk, you msiy make 
a profit many times higher than any 
bond issue would bring you. 


Under a system of 4 per cent capi- 


talism, the stockholder would be righ 
where the bondholder is today. If he 
put $100,000 into a company, he wouk 
be satisfied to take oul $4,000 a yeai 
in profits; he would not be expect- 
ing—us has been the case in Ihc pasl 
—that his $100.000 would be worth :i 
million in a few years.

This suggestion IS radical beyond all 
question. It calls

It took more than the lure of 4 per 


cent to build up this country's great 
industries; It took the prospect of un- 
limited, profit^ such as^ those which 
made multi-millionaires' out of poor 
boys like Rockefeller and 'Carnegie. 


Nevertheless, there have been times 


in the past few years when any bus- 
inc.s man would have been perfect- 
ly satisfied with 4 per cent—if he 
could get it. A low profit is better 
than no profit at till. 


A regime in which capitalism was 


hoi dto a 4 per cent return might be 
acceptable, if capital could be as- 
sured that it would actually get Ihc 
4 per cent.

George I. Alagna, the radio opera- 


tor, was held as a material witness 
fater hi spublished report that he had 
intercepted Saturday morning a wire- 
less query from another nearby liner, 
asking if there was fire aboard the 
-Morro Castle, almost half an hour be- 
fore the call to "stand by" was sent. 


As scenes of chaos and confusion 


among the passengers were derscirb- 
ed .at the department of commerce 
hearing—including the charge that 
passengers were allowed to shift for 
themselves as fire, raged aboard the 
liner—Alagna and George Rogers, the 
chief radio operator of the Morro Cas- 
tle, were questioned at length by the 
grand ' jurors who are investigating 
the possibility of criminal negligence 
in the holocaust at sea. 


Conboy refused to comment on their 


testimony. 


It was understood, however, that 


Rogers—who was reported to have 
said previously Ihe "real slory" hasn't 
been told—was questioned about a 
report a wireless station on the Jer- 
sey shore asked if the Morro Castle 
was afire—also before the "stand by" 
call was ordered by Acting Captain 
William F. Warms.

The new drug causes no blindness. 


It is more deadly to the germs than 
tho old one. Actually not only one, 
but several of those modified qiiiniiV-j 
drugs have boon made, each one in- 
creasingly 
effective 
against 
pneu- 


monia.

lor, Alice Cl. Renfrew and Leonard 
H. Crctchcr before Ihe Division of 
Medicinal Chemistry.

o feducation, announced that the cen- 
sus showed G47,G7B persons of school 
age; between six and 21 years, in the 
75 counties. Forty^eight counties re- 
ported tosses and 27 showed an in- 
crease. It was the first time the school 
census showed a decrease since 3929. 


Steele attributed a part of tho de- 


crease to the close check made on

county. Steele said he checked the

solve the state's educational problems. 


In presented his plans, 7Tiom, slated 


to be spcaycr of the House, said that 
a solution of Arkansas' perplexing 
sdiool problem will be the most im- 
portant matter before the next as- 
sembly. 


Asserting he believed the problem 


could be met through federal finan- 
cing and without additional state tax- 
ation, Thorn said: 


"With the proper presentation of 


facts to the federal government, it 
car. be induced through the RFC to 
refund the school bonds of the sev- 
eral districts with federal funds by 
bu.ring at a discount the outstanding 
bonds of the district. 


"The rate of interest could be re 


duced from six per cent, the present 
to around two per cent, which woulc 
mean a saving of $1,280,000 a year in 
interest alone. This would be used to 
supplement the teachers' fund so in- 
adequate at the present time. 


'The federal government has re 


financed the public school indebted 
ness of New York and Chicago ii 
this manner, and with the , proper 
legislation such an arangement rrdgh 
.he made with the R.F.C., ,to assist in 
pulling us out of the' hole. If so, no 
additional taxes need be levied," 


Has Second Plan 


Another plan which Thorn said he 


had under consideration, would pro- 
vide for a six-day school week insteac 
of five and a program completing the 
grammar grades in seven years insteac 
of eight, nder this arrangement al 
school expenses could be reduced anc 
without affecting efficiency, Thorn 
contended. 


Meanwhile high state offiicals were 


undetermined as to what their next 
step would be in an effort to obtain 
f2,500,000 federal aid for the public 
chools of Arkansas. 
In reply to requests for early action 


m the state's pctilion for aid, Dr. L. 
1. Alderman, director of emergency 
education, advised tha no relief funds 
were available for Arkansas schools 
at the present time. 


No word has been received from a 


petition to President Roosevelt for as- 
sistance in obtaining school aid. 


Congressman D. D. Terry of the fif- 


th district has offered his services in 
solving the problem and has agreed 
to go to Washington and present the 
needs of Arkansas to the relief ad- 
minislralion.

Green had issued a statement which 
called a halt to hostilities at Sayles- 
ville where three men had been shot 
in rioting during the past two days. 


The governor's statement followed a 


conference with military' and union 
officials during which, the governor 
said, it had been agreed to limit pick- 
ets at the Sayles Finishing Company 
plant to 140. 


"I beg of you to keep away from 


the neighborhood," Governor Green 
pleaded. "This is not an armistice," 
he emphasized. 


Earlier in the evening at Saylesville, 


gangs of young hoodums roamed the 
town, wreaking considerable damage 
to property but were slowly driven to 
cover by soldiers. The governor's 
plea brought comparative peace to the 
turbulent area.

Rile Roosevelt 


President Told by Jones 
More Liberal Loan Pol- 


icy to Be Pursued 


HYDE PARK, N. Y. —(/P)—Pres- 


ident Roosevelt Wednesday called for 
a rule of reason by federal bank ex- 
aminers and in a conference with Jes- 
se Jones, chairman of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance 
Corporation, 
learned 


that banks are ready to pursue a 
more liberal lending policy. 


Jones reported to 
the 
president 


that returns to the R. F. C. are J200,- 
000.000 more than the outgo since the 
first of July. Pic also said that instead 
of RFC loans he was finding the banks 
ready to take over their natural bus- 
iness. 


It was obvious here that Mr. Roose- 


velt and his administration have been 
disconcerted 
by tho attitude of the 


banks and all lending agencies. 


The president said he was watching 


with interest the meeting of Secretary 
Morgenthau with federal lending agen 
cics to insure that that proper loans 
would be made. He also 
conferred 


with John Fahay, chainrman of the 
Home Loan Board, who reported that 
500,000 homes had been taken care ot 
by his organization. 


A late called was Donald Rich berg, 


former lawyer of the NRA and pres- 
ent chairman of the Executive Coun- 
cil about which, it was said at the 
turner White House, Richberg would' 
be consulted. 


At his regular press conference the 


president stated his feelings about 
the severity of the bank examiners 
recalling two incidents of a personal 
nature. 


One was the case of a small shop- 


j keeper who wanted to expend his 


business with a 5800 loan. He was 
asked by the bank to have two men 
scceure his note. He obtained the sig- 
natures of the two leading men of 
the town. The bank examiner threw 
out the loan. 


In another case the president told 


of a farmer neighbor who had a 53,000 
loan on a farm thai could be sold in. 
an emergency for 56,000 and by a little 
bargaining at 58,000.. The farmer had 
paid the interest on his note for three 
years, but had not reduced the prin- 
cipal. The bank examiner called this 
loan. The president said that there 
was not more than enough money 
during the last three years to meet 
more than the interest.

Two of tho three proposed consti- 


tutional amendments were 
sponsor- 


ed by Governor Futrcll. 


Two 1933 acts, one known as Ihe 


school reorganization act and the oth- 
er permitting four years in which to 
redeem property sold for taxes with 
only a three per cent penalty, were 
referred to the people for retention 
or rejection. 


The third constitutional amendment 


proposed is that for a four year elec- 
tive term for all elective state, county 
and township offices. 


Should the four-year term amend- 


ment be adopted in November, the 
voters would be adding two years to 
the terms of the officers they elect 
also at the same election. 


Governor Futrell's 
two 
proposed 


amendments arc based on his doc- 
trine that "the constitution should be 
strengthened so as to never permit 
the destruction of the state govern- 
ment "through bankrupting it, either 


lative appropriations beyond the pow- 
er of the taxpayers to pay. 


The 
first 
proposed 
amendment 


would limit to 152,500,000 a biennium 
the 
appropriations 
the 
legislature 


could make for runing the state gov- 
ernment. Appropriations for Confed- 
erate pensions, highways, schools and 
debt service would not be limited by 
this amendment. 


Only by a three-foruths majority of 


the elected membership of the legis- 
lature could the limit be exceeded 
for state government needs, and then 
only in case of emergency. 


The second proposed amednment by 


it im- 


possible fro lite legislature to increase 
existing lax rates, or institute new 
tax methods. If adopted, the amend- 
ment would restrict to tho people—at 
regular or special sessions—the right 
to raise taxes or impose new ones. 


The referendum on act 78 will de- 


termine whether the 
elective 
state 


beard of education, and the commiss- 
ioner of education, appointed by the 
board shall bs substituted 
with 
a 


beard appointive by the governor and 
with a stale superintendent of public 
instruction elected by the people as 
in years prior to 1930. 


A victory for the act would make 


these changes, but if a majority of 
the people voice objection to the act, 
then it becomes dead. 


Act 280 of 19:!;!, also referred for a 


vote of the people, seeks to permit re- 
demption of property sold for taxes 
anytime up to four years after date 
ol the sale, at a penalty of only three 
per cent. 


Fearing that in times of stress loo 


many people would deliberately al- 
low their property to go delinquent 
because of the low interest rale as a 
penalty, friends of the common schools 
and other state and local activities 
dependent upon the property tax in- 
come referred this act so as to hold in 
abeyance until the November election.
